INJUNCTION AGAINST THE PUBLISHERS 
OF “SUPRESSED UNITED IRELAND.” 


An Appeal to the Pope Against the Cath- 
olic Supporters of Parnell—A Conserva- 
tive Victory—China’s Financial Difficul- 
ties—-An Old Couple Frosen—Foreign 

“News. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 16.—Upon the. application of 
Counsel, acting in behalf of Mr. Parnell’s ad- 
herents, the Court here has granted an inter- 
locutory injunction restraining the publica- 
tion of the paper Suppressed United Ireland, the 
first edition of which was issued by the Mc- 
Carthyites yesterday. . 

A FREE FIGHT AT BALLYNABSILL. 

The troubles beween the Parnellites and the 
McCarthyites resulted In a free fight at Bally- 
nahill to-day. A meeting was held there in 
the interests of Mr. Scully, the Parnell candi- 
date. Mr. Parnell was one of the. speakers, 
and when he made his appearance he was 
cheered by his supporters. While this meet- 
ing was being held, another meeting, in the 
interest of Sir John Pope-Hennessy, the Mc- 
Carthyites’ nominee, was king place a 
short distance away, at which addresses 
were being made by Mr. Davitt and Dr. Tan- 
ner. Angry speeches were made on both 
sides and the passion ofthe audiences were 
roused tothe highest pitch by the language 
used by the speakers. Finally the Parnellites 
made an attack upon the opposition meeting. 
The McCarthyites made a spirited defense ,led 
by Mr. Davitt, Dr. Tanner and a number of 
priests who were at the meeting. In the 
melee that followed many persons on both 
sides were injured. Among those who were 
hurt was Mr. Davitt, who received a severe 
wound on the head atthe hands of one of the 
Parnellites. The attack of the Parnellites 
was finally repelled. 

THE IMPRISONED NATIONALISTS. 

At Nenaugh, County Tipperary, to-day, 
when the case of the Government against Mr. 
Patrick J. O’Brien, M. ?., for North Tipper- 
ary and Mr. Michael O’Brien Dalton, who are 
charged with assaulting the police at. the 
time of the opening of the conspiracy trials 
at Tipperary, was called, it was announced 
that Mr. Dillon, solicitor for the defense, 
was unable to be present, he having met with 
a serious accident. The court accordingly 
granted a postponement of the proceedings. 
The accused were yesterday removed to 
Nenagh from Clonmel, where they were 
undergoing sentence of six months and 
four months respectively for conspiracy. 
They were co-defendants with Mr. Willlam 
O’Brien, Mr. John Dillon and others in the 
Tipperary conspiracy case. 

FATHER FAHEY JOINS PARNELL. 

The sentence of six weeks’ imprisonment 
imposed uppn Father Fahey of Woodford, 
County Galway, for violating the crimes act, 
expired to-day and ho waa released from jail. 
He at once proceeded toe-eikenny, where ‘he 
will join Mr. Parnell. He will accompany 
Mr. Parnell during the Kilkenny pariiamen- 
tary campaign and will workin the interests 
of Mr. Scully, the Parnellite candidate. 

AN APPEAL TO THE POPE. 

The Jrish Times says that the Pope is consid- 
eving anappeal sentto him by Catholics in 
London, praying His Holinessto pronounce 
against Catholics supporting Parnell. They 
ask the Pope to takethis action because of 
Parnell’s wickedness. 


AT RATHDOWNEY. 

Parnell went to Rathdowney yes- 

where he was joined by Messrs. 
O’Kelly, Edward Harrington 
Nolan, members of Parliia- 
ment. Messrs. Davitt and Tanner started for 
Rathdowney toconfront himthere. A depu- 
tation of tenant farmers from the Aghadoe 
(Galway) branch of the League presented 
Parnell with an address declaring confidence 
in him. Hemade them a speech, saying he 
was rejoiced to see so many sterling farmers 
among the people rallying roundhim. That 
meant that Irishmen would nevermore sub- 
mit tothe dictation of Englishmen, and the 
seal of Kilkenny would be put on the speak- 
er’s sixteen years of work. 

Mr. Harrison spoke and said the use ofa 
woman’s name by Mr. Parnell’s opponents 
was a shame. The crowd cried ‘‘Shame!’’ 
and ‘‘Dirty Tim Healy!’’ 

Davitt and Tanner arrivedand began speak- 
ing from wagons in the market square. Mr. 
Tanner said the wish party could not white- 
wash Parnell. While he was speaking Par- 
nell drove away from the hotel ina carriage 
and Tanner shouted: ‘‘He is clearing out, 
now. Tallyho. The fox has got away.’’ 
Parnell and his party drove off without any 
meeting. 


O’Shea on Healy’s Statements. 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Capt. O’Shea writes to 
the 7imes that he is taking measures to secure 
the needful consent of others to procure 
documents to refute Mr. Healy’s false state- 
ments about the election contésts at Liverpool 
in 1885 and Galway in 1886.

China’s Finances in a Bad Way. 

LONDON, Dec. 16.—Private advices from Pe- 
kin state thaf the Imperial Government is in 
desperate straits for money, but hesitates to 
accept the offers of many millions from capl- 
talists who have gone there from all parts of 
the world to obtain the handling of a Chinese 
loan. It is said that Li Hung Chang holds 
Japan up as a horrible example tothe Em- 
peror whenever the latter shows evidences of 
a desire tocall upon Westerners for assist- 
ance. The Japanese people have steadily 
declined in comfort and prosperity since the 
introduction of so-called reforms, and though 
a number of prominent men are getting 
wealthy, the masses are in a lamentable con- 
dition. Whether this is due to the machina- 
tions of foreign adventurers or not, the Chin- 
ese statesmen are inclined so to regard it, 
andthe result in the sister Empire is not 
likely to hasten the day when China’s policy 
of isolation shall be abandoned, 


Exciting Hotel Fire. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 16.—The Royal Hotel at Kil- 
keet, County Down, caught fire last night and 
was destroyed. The fire broke out while the 
inmates were asleep and when they were 
awakened they found all the usual means of 
exit cut off by the fames. The proprietor and 
his family occupied rooms on one of the upper 
floors. Finding it impossible to descend by 
the stairs, he grasped his son and carrying 
him to a window threw himout. Thelad was 
caught by a man on the ground and escaped 
without injury. The proprietor and his wife 
then jumped from the window. They re- 
ceived slight injuries. One girl Jumped from 
an tipper window and was so badly hurt that 
she will die. The other occupants of the 
hotel were rescued by means of ‘ladders. 


The Trouble at Boca del Toro. 

CoLon, Dec. 15.—The difficulty at Boca Del 
Toro was found to be between the employes 
of the shipping firm of Wilson & Co., who de- 
clared that they were being persecuted, and 
the local authorities. A carefuland thorough 
investigation of all the facts inthe case re- 
sultedina most satisfactory understanding 
and adjustment of the troubles which had 
been of some years’ standing. The cause of 
the misunderstanding was an alleged unjust 
discrimination against the vessels of this firm 
in regard to port entries. Their vessels were 
obliged ta clear from Colon, which no other 
vessels are compelled do.

ED T. NOLAND’S CASE. 


A Motion by the Defense to Quash the 
Indictment. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 16.—The Cole 
County Circuit Court convened at 9 o’clock 
this morning, Judge E. L. Edwards presid- 
ing. A dozen lawyers and half as many wit- 
nesses were in the court room when half an 
hour later the cases of embezzlement against 
ex-Treasurer Noland were called. W.S. Pope 
and ©C.T. Noland at once filed a motion to 
quash the indictments inthe embezzlement 
cases. The motions are exactly alike, and 
they asked that the indictment be quashed on 
the following grounds: 

**Because the indictment is drawn under 
sec. 855 of the statutes relating to embezzle- 
ment by public officers, when it should have 
been drawn under the special law relating to 
the State Treasurer in chap. 164of the Revised 
Statutes. 

**Because the general law under which the 
indictment is drawn had been repealed, in so 
far as it applied to the State Treasurer, by the 
provision of the special law in chapt. 164, Re- 
vised Statutes, and was not in force as to him 
at the time alleged in the indictment that the 
offense was committed. 

‘*Because no countin the indictment con- 
tains a sufficient statement of facts to inform 
defendant of the nature and cause of the ac- 
cusation against him orconstitute any offense 
under the laws of this State. 

**Because it charges in one count two 
separate and dissimilar offenses. 

**Because it contains inconsistent and 
repugnant charges in this, that it alleges that 
the defendant was the lawful Treasurer, and 
was the lawful custodian of the money, and 
fails toallege that he withheld the money 
from any one authorized to receive it. 

‘*Because it fails to charge how and in what 
manner the defendant converted the money 


and simply charges a conclusion of law with- 
out stating any of the facts on which it is 
based. 

‘*Because it fails to describe the money al- 
leged to have been embezzled as lawful money 
of the United States. 

**Because it fails to charge that defendant 
converted to his own use the money with in- 
tent to deprive the State ofit or charge that 
the acts were done knowingly or corruptly. 

**Because it is so drawn that it is doubtful 
under which statute it was drawn and is bad 
on the ground of duplicity. 

‘*Beecause it fails to charge that there was 
any money in defendant’s hands due the State 
which he failed or refused to pay over.’’ 

After a hasty examination of motions 
Judge Davidson, in behalf of the State, asked 
that the prosecution be allowed one day to 
examine and reply tothe same. This request 
the Court granted. Mr. Pope said that, in the 
event the motions were overruled, he desired 
to notify the court that only two witnesses for 
the defense were on hand, that.one had not 
been subpoenaed up to date and another is 
quite sick. 

‘*There is a way to force the attendance of 
witnesses, Mr. Pope,’’ said the Court. ‘‘Does 
the defense ask that attachment be issued?’’ 

‘*No,’’ replied Mr. Pope, ‘‘not for the 
present, atleast. Wethink that the motions 
to quash will be sustained, tn which event 
there will be no necessity for witnesses.’’ 

This ended the matter for the day.

SHORT ON RAIN. 


The Year 1890 Behind Fifty-sixty-one- 
Hundredths of an Inch. 


The year 1890 was in debt to the rain account 
24-100 of an inch on Dec. 1. Since that day she 
has paid the debt and this morning the rain 
account was in debt to the year 1890 56-100 of 
aninch. When the year 1889cameto an end 
the rainfall compared with the normal was 
6 41-100 inches short. This dificiency was not 
carried over on the books of the signal serv- 


ice though it was carried over by nature, 
and in January nature did her best to pay the 
debt. She gave January 5 24-100 inches more 
rain than would have fallen had it been a 
normal month. February was a normal 
month, and then when March came in nature 
remembered that she had not paid that De- 
cember balance in full and putin an extra 
supply of rain.

TRIBULATIONS OF A TEAM-OWNER. 

As gathered from the fervid oratory ofthe 
speakers of the evening, the team-owner’s 
lot is not a happy one. His stormy course 
under existing circumstances carries him 
shuddering between the Scylla ofa contractor 
who overloads his wagon with coal, sand, 
rock, lumber or some other cargo of like 


nature, and the Charybdis of a policeman 
who arrests* him for being overloaded. 
Wreck and disaster on one or other of these 
ints is almost certain, but should the 
eavily -burdened team-owner steer his 
creaking craft safely past both, he meets the 
greatest injustice at his journey’s end. The 
contractor pockets all the profits arising from 
the team-owner’s toil and dan- 
ger, underpays the brave mariner 
the city’s streets, and wax 
fat ee an unjust oppression which the 
individual] team owner is powerless to resist. 
The contractor rides in his carriage, it was 
stated, with excusable bitterness, while the 
team owner all the days of his life finds his 
seat on the shifting sand,the blackening coal, 
the sharp corners of a plank of lumber or 
the unresponsive and many-pointed rock. 
And yet it is from the proceeds of the team- 
owner’s labor that the contractor’s carriage 
is possible. 
he meeting to protest against this unjust 
distribution of honest toil was an enthusiastic 
one. The team owners felt that they had 
right on their side, and that they had rather 
be right than be team-owners. They also felt 
that could they reach the 
of the public, their appeal would 
somehow oor other result in “rectify- 
ing the wrongs under which they labored. 
A general knowledge of the state of affairs 
would also impress upon all team owners the 
conviction that the time had come whenit 
behooved team-owners to stand together in 
defense of their rights, or fall as one man 
from their respective vehicles. 
THE MANIFESTO DECIDED UPON. 

So the team-owners at Saturday night’s 
meeting resolved to make their grievances 
known, After that they came to a stand- 
still. Burning words were necessary to tell 
such a story as they carried within their 
bosoms ,but whose burning words should they 
use, and how should those words be burned 
so that the blaze of them might attract public 
notice? 

At last one of the tram owners suggested a 
manifesto. It wasa new weapon, the deadly 
qualities of which had just been demon- 
strated in the most forcible way by the exe- 
cution it had already donein the Irish cam- 
pal It could be fired off at ome broadside, 
and then the tram-owners might see for 
themselves thata manifesto was just what 
they had needed. The idea ‘‘caught on.’’ 

A committee was appointed to draw up the 
manifesto of the Team Owners’ Union. That 
committee consisted of F. Wolf, T. Mullen, 
James Ryan and Patrick Gahan, and up to 
Saturday night they were to fortune and to 
fame unknown. They now emerge into the 
dazzling light of fame as the authors of 
a public document which will be read with 
surpassing interest,not only ~ J team-ownhers, 
ee one entire reading public. As finaky 
sealed with the stamp of general approval 
the latest addition to the history of manifes- 
toes reads as follows: . 

A POSSIBLE COMPLICATION. 

It is expected that the meeting called for 
Sunday next will be ey attended by local 
team owners, and that under the inspiriting 
influence of the manifesto as an appeal and 
refuge from oppression, the Team Owners’ 
Union will at once take definite and satis- 
factory shape. Should a counter manifesto 
come out from the contractors and be followed 
in turn by one from the Police Department, 
the situation would then be complete as a lo- 
cal illustration of the home rule manifesto 
muddle.

Manifesto of the Team Owners Union of, the 
city of St. Louis and State of Missouri: 

o all team owners of this city, North, 
South, East and West, whether you be coal 
haulers, rock haulers, jumber haulers, sand 
haulers orclay haulers: Each and allofus 
who have worked at any or all of this kind of 
employment for very 4 wages. You are on the 
eve of being notified by the Police Department 
through the city government that after the 
ist of January, 1891, your vehicle license will 
be due to the amount of $10for each and every 
team youown. This you must promptly at- 
tend to without fail or bear the consequence. 
We wish to call your attention to the fact: 

1. The Team Owners’ Union will hold 
their regular meeting onthe 2ist of Decem- 
ber, 1890, for the election of officersto serve 
the coming year.

By the time he gets on the streets 
the policeman meets himand orders him to 
drive towards the nearest station. He is now 
under arrest.

legged beast, and that this self-same con- 
tractor would not have touched the job with 
a ten-foot pole at the price, only with the in- 
tention of cutting your wages to half what 
they ought to be. What right have 
we to haulinthe winter at 15 to #0 cents per 
load less (the same distance) than in sum- 
mer? By coming togetherand forming into 
one grand union we can puta stop to this 
state of affairs, a thing that should have been 
done twenty years ago. There are many sub- 
jects that we could call to your attention, but 
we do not wish to dwell at any great 
length upon these questions. We can 
discuss these subjects among ourselves when 
we meet at our hall. We now ask our brother 
team owners, in the name of God, and for our 
own good, to come and join with usin this 
union, sothat we will be able to never more 
haul a load for any contractor or contractors 
until we know how much he ts going to pay 
us for doing so.

All that ig wanted now is 
that you team owners come in and help us 
make the majority, so that we will all be able 
to stand firm. The contractors always did 
stand firm and one did not pay any more 
wages than “the other, and you show any 
signs of dissatisfaction the man 
you are working for will tell 
you that you cannot do any  0better 
with the next man. We will expect to see 
every team owner within the corporate limits 
of this city who works for his. daily wages at 
this meeting, so that we will be able to choose 
and elect the most trustworthy men to serv 
as Officers of the Team Owners’ Union for the 
coming year. Remember the date, brother 
team owners Sunday, Dec. 21, 1890, 
at our hall, Jefferson avenue and Wal- 
nut street. This meeting will be advertised 
onthe morning of that day in the want col- 
umns of the daily papers of this city by order 
of the union.

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WHO SHOT STIEPEL? 


MRS. STIEPEL DENIES A STATEMENT 
THAT SHE ENOWS WHO DID IT. 


A Contradiction of Mrs Clara Dinslage’s 
Statement at the Inugest That Both 
Dr. and Mrs. Stiepel Knew Who 
Fired the Shots, and That Mrs. Stie- 
pel Promised to Tell Her but Has Not 
Done So. 


The name of the man who shot Dr. Julius 
Stiepel will probably never be known, though 
according to Mrs. Clara Dinslage’s testimony 
the doctor revealed the name to his wife be; 
fore he died. 

Mrs. Stiepel was interviewed this morning 
and asked if Mrs. Dinslage’s statement was 
true and that she did know who shot the 
doctor. She denied it outright and said she 
could not account for the statement coming 
from Mrs. Dinslage. 

MRS. DINSLAGE’S STATEMENT. 

Mrs. Dinslage said Mrs. Stiepel called 
at her house Friday evening preceding the 
Sunday when he died and told “her 
that Dr. Stlepel wished to see her and 
apologize for some wrong he had done. She 
went over a few minutes after Mrs. Stiepel 
left and was ushered into the room 
where Dr. Stiepel lay. There was no 
lampinthe room, and as Dr, Sstiepel could 
not recognize Mrs. Dinslage, Mrs. Stiepel 
brought in a lamp. On seeing 
Mrs. Dinslage the doctor apologized 
profusely for some fancted wrong he 
had done her while they were both attending 
a lady in the neighborhood. She forgave him, 
she said, and sat ona chair by the bed to talk 
tohim. Mrs. Stiepel sat on the other side. 

MRS. DINSLAGE’S CURIOSITY.

Though she has seen Mrs. Stiepel since the 
doctor’s death, Mrs. Dinslage claims she has 
not kept her promise in telling her who did 
the shooting. 

MRS. STIEPEL’S DENIAL. 

Mrs. Stiepel appeared at the door in answer 
to a ring this morning in a very cheerful 
frame of mind and escorted her visitor to a 
rearroom, She was told what Mrs. Dinslage 
said after the inquest, and asked if she had 
heard of it. 

‘*Yes. I saw it in your per Sunday, and I 
am indeed surprised at her story.

SITTING BULL KILLED BY INDIAN POLICE 
WHILE RESISTING ARREST. 


The Death of the Old Sioux Medicine Man 
Regarded as the Beginning of the End— 
Confirmatory Dispatches Received 
From Gen. Miles—Secretary Proctor on 
the Situation—Two Strike Coming In— 
Sharp Nose Peaceful.

STANDING ROCK AGENCY, N.D., Dec. 16.—* 


Bitting Bull, the famous old chief, who has 
for so long been a source of trouble and an- 
noyance, isdead. He was killed yesterday in 


afight with the Indian police near Grand 
River. The fight in which the old Indian was 
killed was a short and severe one, but the In- 
nea were beaten and captured and several 

A party of Indian police was sent out to ar- 
rest Sitting Bull and his chiefs. Bull had 
been informed that they were coming. The 
police had nochance to arrest him, as they 
were fired upon fromthe tepees as soon as 
they appeared insight. Threeof the arrest- 
ing party were killed inthe fire and two so 
that they died before they could be 
moved to the rear. 

Then the fight began. 

The police fred into the campand the In- 
dians scattered. Sitting Bull started up the 
creek and was captured. His followers made 
a desperate effort torescue him, and then he 
was shot twice, once inthe left shoulder and 
once throughthe heart. 

Crow Foot, Sitting Bull’s son, was also 
killed along with seven oreight others. The 
body of the da@ad chief was secured and Is be- 
ing taken to Fort Yates. 

Ifthe cavalry, which was immediately to 
the rear Of the police, had not come up 
promptly then it is probable that the police 
would have all been killed. 

It is expected now that trouble will crop out 
on all sides among the Sioux, but so far noth- 
ing has been heard.

* OQOol. Corbin on Sitting Bull. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 16.—Assistant Adjutant 
General Corbin, in talking about the fight 
which resulted in the death of Sitting Bull, 
explained that Capt. Fechet had previously 


been ordered tothe vicinity of Sitting Bull’s 
camp and was advised of the contemplated 
arrest. Gen. Miles, he added, ordered this 
movement several days ago, because he knew 
that Sitting Bull was a mischief maker, and 
that if he was taken into custody it would 
have a good effect upon all of the Indians who 
had been indulging in the ghost dance at his 
instigation. The authorites had previously 
relied upon his promises to come into the 
agency and surrender, but he had violated 
faith and deceived the officers. A fight was 
not anticipated, because it was belleved 
there would be no resistance to the arrest, 
but Gen. Miles had taken the precaution to 
have troops on hand to assist in case of emer- 
gency. Col. Corbin here referred tothe letter 
from Agent McLaughlin, which appeared in 
these dispatches this morning, in which he 
relates facts ascertained upona visit to Sit- 
ting Bull’s Camp. The agent had previously 
protected and defended Sitting Bull, but this 
visit to his camp seems to have changed his 
views as tothe character of the Indian, and 
his letter tothe department practically pre- 
dicted the collision which occurred yesterday. 

‘*In past Indian wars,’’ said Col. Corbin, 
‘*The indians have always had the better of 
it atthe outset. Gen. Miles made up his mind 
to havethe advantage if there was to be any 
fighting thistime. The troops are stationed 
at all points in the Black Hills. This fight 
took place at Sitting Bull’s camp onthe Grand 
River, about forty miles Southwest from 
Standing Rock Agency, in a section of the 
country little traveled. 

‘*The first time I saw Sitting Bull,’’ re- 
marked the Colonel, ‘‘was thirteen year ago. 
Iwas ona commission with Gen. Terry and 
we met him near Fert Walsh. He was then 
about 40 years of age. He has never beena 
chief, nor even a warrior of a high order. In 
the Custer massacre and in the fight with 
Reno, he mips with his people and got 
away from danger. He has been a leader 
in organizing the ghost dance and hes taken 
advantage of the religious craze to send 
emissaries to different bands to induce them 
to make the trouble. The purpose was to’as- 
semble the warriorsin the spring, and with 
the ald of the Messiah bring back tolifeall 
of their dead Indians and restore the country 
to all its pristine glory. Sitting Bull was a 
shrewd politician, and took advantage of the 
prevalent sentimental feeling. Ue tosk his 
chjidren out of school and gathered about 
hifi the small band he had in this secluded 

ce, where he believed he would not be dis- 
urbed. It was necessary to take steps to ar- 
rest him.’’ 

Ool. Corbin said he believed the events of 
the day would be beneficial. Gen. Miles 
started from St. Paul last night for Dead- 
wood, going by way of Standing Rock. He 
wired that Two Strike had come to Gen. 
Brooke’s camp at Pine Ridge and surrendered 
with a portion of his band, but that 200 bucks 


were out. 
REGINNING OF THE END. 

Up to 12 o’clock to-day no further news had 
been received at headquarters of the United 
States army in this city in regard to the 
Indian situation inthe Northwest. Speaking 
of the death of Sitting Bull, Adit.-Gen” 
Corbin said to a reporter that it was probably 
the beginning of the end of the trouble. 

‘*Of course,’’ he continued, ‘‘it is impos- 
sible to forcast with accuracy just how it will 
affect his followers, but the probabilities are 
that it will discourage them. Sitting Bull 
was making oe and giving them 
to understanc hat he ‘stood in’ 
with the Great Spl who wouldprotect them 
against the bullets of the soldiers. Now, on 
learning that his ‘medicine’ is not powerful 
enough to protect himself, andthat he has 
been the first to be toppled over by a bullet, 
his influence will be gone. They arein a po- 
sition to learn of his death about as soon as 
we are, andi fancy they wilFall come tothe 
agency within the next twoor three days. If 
they do not Gen. Brooke has things in shiape 
to make short work of them. They are 

nnedupinthe Bad Lands where nobody 
fives. and where they can donodamage. of 
course, some of the young bucks may come 
out and raid a few ranches in the nelghbor- 
hood, but they cannotdo much damage. It 
It is probable that Gen. Brooke moved 

them this morning, and even if it 
comes toafight Ido not expect the war to 
last more than four or five days.’’

ACTIVITY AT THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

War Department officials were busy all day 
receiving and answering telegrams on the 
Indian situation. A feeling of gratification 
seemed to pervade the department over the 
death of Sitting Bull, who was regarded as 
the brains of the recent Indian uprising. 
The effect of his death was very 
generally discussed, but rather in the 
light of apprehension for the future. 
Secretary Proctor said this afternoon that no 
action was necessary on the part of the War 
[ge Saeee in regard to the ane OF Sitting 
Bull, the army officers on_the scene being fully 
conversant with all the f@éts and fully com- 
petent to deal with the case- He said he 
thought that Sitting Bull’s death would draw 
the line between the disaffected In- 
dians and the aceful Indians -sharper 
than it ha been and would 
probably result in a speedier adjustment of 
the difficulty. Gen. Schofield was asked this 
morning for his views on the Indian situa- 
tion, and he said he did not care to talk 
about it now,preferring to await the develop- 
ment of the next few days. The situation, he 
said, was very pans en ag - and its settlement 
could not be predicted in any event. He 
could not foretell, he said, the effect of 
Sitting Bull’s death on the malcontents, 
but was satisfied that it would un- 
doubtedly strengthen the <+ fon 4 of the 
friendly Indians. Gen. Schofield said he had 
strong hopes that the troops would be able 
to close in on the hostilesand end the mat- 
ter without conflict. It was a matter of 
satisfaction to himthat the only conflicts so 
far had been between Indians and that troops 
had not been called into action. 

Secretarry Proctor left the War Department 
this morning early for the White House and 
laid before the Cabinet meeting all the infor- 
—— on the Indian trouble in his posses- 
sion. 


Terribly Wrought Up. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 16.—The Jour- 
nal’s Bismarck §special says: The country 
roundabout is terribly wrought up over the 
killing of Sitting Bull; instead of creating an 


easy feeling it has aroused much apprehen- 
sion. It is feared that many families of set- 
tlers will feel the vengeance of Sitting 
Bull’s followers. Sitting Bull’s son who was 
killed was a bright youth only 12 years old. It 
is expected that the settlers will flock to Bis- 
marck and Mandan by the hundreds as soon 
as the news of Sitting Bull’s death is known. 
An enterprising Bismarck merchant this 
morning offered $1,000 for Sitting Bull’s hide. 


Sharp Nose Peaceful. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Dec. 16.—An interview 
has been held with Sharp Nose, the leading 
Arapahoe Chief of the Shoshone and Arapa- 
hoe Agency. It has been charged that in the 
event of trouble the Shoshones would stay 
with the whites while the Arapahoes, would 
join,the hostiles; also, that Sharp Nose, with 
100 men, was going to join the Sioux at the 
first opportunity. Sharp Nose said nothing 
was further from his mind than fighting. He 
would noteven undertake a fist fight. He 
said: 

‘*We have too many children in school here 
and are too well treated todo such a foo 
thing as fight. The whole businessis got up 
to get more toeat. That’s all there ts in it.’’ 


Two Strike Coming In. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, N. D., Dec. 16.—Two

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THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 


COURSE OF THE NEW YORK STOCK MAR- 


a KET TO-DAY. 


A Stronger Feeling Caused by the Presi- 
dents’ Meeting, buat Disquieting Re- 
ports From England Depress Prices— 
Rumored Call for Gold From the Bank 
of France—An Uncertain Market. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—The harmony that pre- 
vailed at the meeting of railroad presidents 
at the Morgan residence yesterday had a most 
encouraging effect, not only on the stock 
market, but throughout financial circles, and 
many were heard to predict that the financial 
stringency would soon be a thing of the past. 
Yesterday’s market was essentially a waiting 
one, as the attention of_everyone was cen- 
tered on the railroad magnates, and the keen- 
est interest was manifested inthe result of 
their deliberations. 

A BETTER FEELING. 

Both bulls and bears were timid in regard 
to investing until the result of the conference 
was known, and consequently the prices 
showed very few fluctuations. The readiness 
with which the presidents agreed upon the 
outline of a plan, and the unanimity of views 
expressed by them, was considered as indica- 
tive of the success of the agreement, but even 
more confidence was inspired by the knowl- 
edge that in future the fixingof railroad 
rates would not be left entirely in the 
hands of railroad men, but that 
bankers and capitalists who were 
interested not in a single 
line, but in the prosperity of all, would have 
to be consulted before any rate war should be 
inaugurated. Therough plan of agreement 
to be submitted to the different boards of 
directors was eagerly discussed on the street 
this morning, the opinion being expressed 
that its most favorable feature was the pro- 
vision practically taking out of the hands of 
the local and general freight agents the 
power of establishing rates, and lodging it in 
the hands of a central board in which the 
financiers of Wall street would be repre- 
sented. 

THE PRESIDENTS’ MEETING. 

The most unfavorable feature of the situa- 

tion is the refusal of the Chicago & Alton 


to joininthe agreement, and not a few pre- 
aict that its maintenance will be difficult, if 
not impossible, with so influential a line 
holding aloof. The good effects of the presi- 
dents’ meeting were felt this morning 
in the large increase of the time 
money avaliable. Bankers increased 
their loans to mercantile houses, 
and forthe first timein many days bankers 
generally were willing to make purchases for 
their customers on margins. The ab- 
sence of this sustaining power has had 
not a little to do with the low 
prices at which railroad stocks have 
recently been held in spite of the excellent 
showing made for November by mostof the 
lines, 
DEALING ON MARGINS REMOVED. 

Margin speculation, it is well known, Is 

enerally fora rise, and the removal of this 
eature from the market has had a depressing 
effect. The Majestic willarrive from England 
this week with nearly $5,000,000 in gold, and 
the general tone of the market is decidedly 
stronger than it was yesterday. Nearly 
everyone predicts better prices unless heavy 
commercial failures should occur to compli- 
cate the situation. The banks are not now 
inclined to hold such large reserves,and will 
not confine their efforts to Keeping money 
cheap on Wall street. 

DISQUIETING RUMORS FROM ABROAD. 

It was a fortunate thing that confidence was 
inameasure restored by the resuit of the 
presidents’ meeting, as shortly before the 
opening of trading very disquieting telegrams 
from Europe were received. 
cipally inthe nature of rumors and did not 
pretend to be absolutely authentic, but their 
effect would have been to send prices down 
rapidly had it not been for the strong tone of 
this market. Asit was, they not only over- 
came the anticipated advance, but also 
caused a decline. The rumors were to the 
effect that the Bank of France had called 
u the Bank of England to restore the 
$10,000,000 in gold recently borrowed, and that 
in consequence the directors of the Bank of 
England would, at their meeting on Thursday 
next, advance the discount rates.

Clews on Silver Legislation. 

NEW YORK, Dec. lf.—Henry Clews has ad- 
dressed an open letter to the Secretary of the 
Treasury in which he makes one or two novel 
suggestions about silver legislation. After 
expressing his regret that he had been un- 
able to express his views on his recent visit to 
the city, Mr. Clews says, on the silver mat- 
ter: 

‘*Congress should amend the present silver 
law by inserting a clause giving the Secretary 
of the Treasury authority to change, at his 


They were prin- ¢discretion, the periods of the purchase of 


silver. At present the law rovides for 
4,500,000 ounces each month, whichis absolute. 
In place of this, to provide for the present 
money crisis, substitute, at the Secretary’s 
discretion, authority to purchase a double 
amount in December, equal to 9,000,000 
ounces, and the same for January, February 
and March, and suspend the purchase en- 
tirely ; to provide for the same in the months 
of April, May, June and July next. I suggest 
this because now is the time this increase in 
Silver certificates will satisfy the present 
need andcry for more circulating medium 
and if issued as proposed will entirely re- 
move the necessity of adding to or in any way 
— ge the present silver law as it now 
exists. Whatis important forthe people of 
the country to know for a certainty is that 
they can rely upon the present law being 
permanent and not subject to changes at the 
convening of every Congress. .When the 
present law has been in existence a year, it 
will bring out the new silver woney, aggre- 
moony he amount about $60,000,000 and each 
year thereafter an equal sum.

THE CORONER’S VERDICT ADDS IT TO THE |THE DIRECTORS OF THE FAIR ASsOCIA- 


UNSOLVED MYSTERIES. 


Some Remarkable Testimony Brought Out 
This Morning, but Nothing Whioh 
Would Throw Any Light on the Case— 
Brenner Fails to Remember Anything. 


Some interesting testimony was given at 
the Coroner’s office to-day at the inquest held 
in the case of Henry Hartman, who was mur- 
dered under such mysterious circumstances 
in the yard in the rear of his residence at 2804 
Lemp avenue about 3 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing. JohnC. Brenner and the two minor 
sons of the deceased are under arrest for the 
murder. 

About 11 o’clock this morning the inquest 
was commenced after a number of witnesses 
had given evidence bearing indirectly on the 
merits ofthe case. Henry Brenner, the aged 
father of one of the prisoners took the stand. 

**You are the father of John C. Brenner, are 
you not?’’ asked Deputy Coroner Meade. 

**lam sorry tosaylam,’’ wasthe answer. 

Mr. Brenner then went on to tell whaf little 
he knew of the case. He said that to the best 
of his knowledge his son had returned home 
about 2 o’clock Sunday morning and had gone 
in and out ofthe house several times. The 


witness didnot get out of bed and went to 
Sleep while his son was walking around. 

Mrs. Katherine Brenner, the mother of the 
PEOnee, gave some strong testimony against 
ler son. She said that Brenner was drunk 
when he came home about 2 o’clock Sunday 
morning and broke two lampsand several 
lamp-chimneys, because the id not burn to 
suit him. She testified that her sonfirst went 
out in about fifteen minutes and returned 
almost immediately. Ten minutes 
later he went out again after 
going to his room. The next she saw of him 
was after 4 o’clock In the morning when he 
was brought in by a policeman. She then 
helped him to disrobe and gotobed. The 
witness further testified that her son and 
Mrs. Hartman were on what she considered a 
little too good terms. Once she had found in 
her son’s pocket a note from : 
Hartman saying that she 
see him that night in 
She had never seen the two together much; 
she did not remember ever seeing the re- 
volver found near Hartman’s : 

Mrs. Schmidt, a married sister of Brenner, 
living at 1616 South Twelfth street, testified 
that the relations existing between her 
brother and Mrs. Hartman were more than 
suspicious. The said that once she 
ha gone to her brother’s shop and 
found Mrs. Hartman hiding behind a pile of 
rubbish in one corner of the place. 

MKS. HARTMAN’S TESTIMONY. 

Mrs. Hartman, the wife of the deceased, said 
she knew nothingof the trouble until the shots 
were fired. She saidher husband had been 
out all night, and she and the children were 
in bed atthe timeof the shooting. She de- 
nies any intimacy with Brenner, 
but admitted giving him the pistol. She 
first gave him the weapon almost 
three yearsago. One daya month ago her 
husband wanted to go into thecountry and 
she got the revolver for him from Brenn?r 
returning it about ten days later. She sai 
her husband was apt to be very troublesome 
when under the influence of liquor. Both of 
her sons were in bed at the time of the shoot- 
ing. 

Lena Hartman corroborated that por- 
tion of her mother’s tertimony rel- 
ating to her brother’s sayin 
that the boys had gone to bed early and di 
oe Ov up until after the shots had n 

red. 

Ernest Hartman, a 10-year-old son of the 
decpased, flatly contradicted the statements 
he made yesterday to DetectivesArchambault, 
Tracy and Connors to the effect that his 
mother has often sent him with notes to 
Brenner. He also denied that he 
had ever seen his mother and 
Brenner together. The detectives 
freely expressed the opinion that the boy had 
been ‘‘fixed’’ since they had had the conver- 
sation with him. 

BRENNER REMEMBERS NOTHING. 

The prisoner, John QO. Brenner, then took 
the stand. He dented any intimacy whatever 
with Mrs. Hartman and insisted that his sis- 
ter had never seen Mrs. Hartman in his shop. 
He also denied that Mrs. Hartman had given 
him the revolver found by the side of the de- 
ceased and said that if he ever had 
he weapon he must have found 
itin the garret. This wasthe best explana- 
tion he could give astohis possession of the 
gun. He said he had spent the greater part 
of the night at Bothe’s saloon, leaving at 
almost 3 o’clock in the morning and going 
directly tohis home. Hartman had been in 
the saloon but had gone before he left. 
He was too intoxicated to remember 
what he did when he reached 
home and remembered nothing in re 
to where he went when he left the place. 
When he came to his senses he was in bed. 

Officer Flesh testified to finding Brennan 
asleep on the sidewalk at Nineteenth and 
Lynch streets about 4 o’clock in the morning. 
He took the man home and turned him over 
to his mother. 

Brennan was then recalled, and admitted 
that he had had trouble with 
Hartman last August. He said that 
he had given the deceased employment and 
they disputed about business affairs. Hart- 
man, he alleges, insulted him in a crowd and 
he slapped him in the face. 

The two sons of the deceased, William and 
Henry Hartman, state they were in bed at 
the time ofthe shooting. he boys are evi- 
dently innocent of any complicity in the 


killing. 

THE VERDICT. 
‘The Coroner’s jury, after hearing all the 
testimony, retired and in a short time re- 
turned a verdict that Hen + 
death was caused by wounds inflicted on his 
body by some person or persons wh.

HAMPTON AND INGALLS. 

There isa deal of fantastic theoriz- 
ing about the significance of IRBY’s elec- 
tion over Senator Hampron, and probably 
the most fantastic theory is that the ‘‘poor 
whites’’ of South Carolina have at last re- 
volted against ‘‘patrician’’ rule. 

If this explains the movement of the 
South Carolina farmers against HamPprTon, 
it also explains the movement of the Kan- 
sas farmers against INGALIs. The same 
Democratic farmers who have heretofore 
elected HAMPTON now choose to elect 
IRBY, and the same Republican farmers 
who have hitherto elected INGALIS have 
elected an anti-Ingalls majority to the 
Kansas Legislature, and the obvious and 
open't declared reason is the same in both 

th HAMPTON and INGALIs having 
voted on the silver question and other 
money questions so as to please the pluto- 
crats of the East and to offend the farmers, 
Northern and Southern, Republican and 
Democratic. 

The farmer platform, which HamprTron 
opposed, was adopted by the Democratic 
voters of South Carolina, and the majority 
for it at the polls made the defeat of Hamp- 
TON by one of its supporters a foregone 
conclusion. INGALIS succeeded in hold- 
ing the Republican party of Kansas aloof 
from and antagonistic to the farmers’ 
movement. He kept the latter from cap- 
turing the Republican organization in his 
State as it captured the Democratic organ- 
ization in South Carolina, but he could 
not keep it from capturing the Legislature 
and all but one of the Kansas seats in 
Congress, and his defeat for re-election 
will signify, in precisely the same sensé as 
HAMPTON’S, a revolt *‘of the poor whites 
against patrician rule,’’

THe killing of SITTING BULL removes one 
of the greatest obstacles to the mainte- 
mance of permanent peace among the 
Northwestern Indians. The old Chief has 
always had the reputation of being a rest- 
less, unscrupulous Indian with a thorough 
hatred for the whites and an unconquer- 
able desire to lead his people to war. As 
one of the principal chiefs whose bands 
éxterminated Gen. CUSTER and his com- 
mand in the Black Hills he has had great 
influence with the unsatisfied Sioux and 
hence has been regarded as a dangerous 
and disturbing element. He was the leader 
of the Messiah movement which his death 
discredits and discourages. As it marked 
the settlement of a long score of cruel 
and blood deeds it will probably begin the 
final pacification of the unfriendly In- 
dians. 


DEMOCRATS who are parties to seat con- 
tests in the Fifty-second Congress have 
reason to assume that the big party ma- 
jority in the House will bea positive dis- 
advantage to them and that they will 
have to make their cases very strong in 
order to win.

This, 


HENRY GEBHARDT GONE, 


CARRYING WITH HIM MONEY BELONG- 
ING TO PRODUCE MEN. 


Mr. T. J. Finigan and Conrad Schopp, 
Proprietors of Third Street Commission 
Houses, Taken In by a Salesman fora 

Sam. 


Mr. T. J. Finigan, who is the proprietor of 
a produce commission house at 1029 North 
Third street, is bemoaning the loss of a 
trusted employe, but he grieves less over the 
loss Of the man than he does over certain val- 
uaDdle drafts which went with him. The man 
is Henry Gebhardt, who has been a produce 
buyer on North Third street foryears. He 
was wellgjknown there, and when the fact 
leaked out to-day that he had absconded it 
started the gossips to work, Gebhardt went 
North ona buying trip last month, and he 
was furnished with fhoney for his ex- 
penses and to pay for produce. He has not 
communicated with his employers since Dec. 
1, but Mr. Finigan has heard of him in sucha 
way that it leaves no doubt about what has 
become of him. He disappeared, however, 
just too soon tocatch a second draft which 
was sent him. Mr. Finigan was found at his 
place of business, and when asked about the 
disappearance of Gebharat he said: 

MR. FINIGAN’S STATEMENT. 

**Hie left here for St. Paul on Nov. 19 to buy 
up alot of potatoes, and when he went away 
I gave him$5s0for expenses and twodrafts for 
$500 each. I know that he reached St. Paul, for 
I heard from him on Dec. 1, and in his letter 
he told me that he had bought two car-loads 
of potatoes, and that he was looking about 
for good purchases. Since then I have heard 
nothing from him. He said that he had 
bought the two car-loads from Morton Bros. 
of St. Paul, and when several days passed and 
I received no word I telegraphed them 
and asked them about him. They answered 
that he had bought twocar loads in his own 
name but had not taken them or paid for 
them. When I received his letter announc- 
ing purchase of the potatoes I sent him an- 
other draft for $1,000, but fortunately he did 
not get that. It arrived in St. Paul about 
Dec. 2. Hedidmot call at the Post-office 
later than fNov. 30, so after my letter 
containing the draft had waited these five 
days it was returned. If he had called for it 
I would have been out $2,060 instead of $1,050. 
Isenta man to St. Paul to jook for him but 
he has heard nothing about where Gebhardt 
has gone.’’ 

‘*‘Who is 
here?’’ 

‘*‘No; he was brought up in the American 
Bottom, and he ig very well known over 
there. He we into the produce buisness 
seven or eigh¥ years ago, and for several 
years he worked for Jacob Schopp & Bro. I 
met him re. We used to be competitors in 
buying. He handled money for them, and 
everyone regarded him as a thoroughly 
reliable man. I have seen him pay 
out as much as $2,000 of that firm’s money ina 
day, sol never suspected that there could be 
anything wrong with him, but it seems now 
that he got the best of them before he came to 
me. I don’t know how much he got them for, 
but Ithink it wasasmall amount. I went to 
see Cooney Schopp when I found Gebhardt 
had run away, but he didn’t want to give me 
any information.’’ 

‘*‘Why didn’t he want to talk about it?’’ 

‘*Well, it seems that Cooney told him to pay 
this money back and he would make it all 
right with the firm. Cooney said to me that 
it was too late totalk to him about Gebhardt 
now; that I ought to have come to see him be- 
fore I hired the man. I asked him if he would 
have told me anything had I done so, and he 
replied that he would not,as he had told Geb- 
hardt to pay back the money and he would 
say nothing about the matter.’’ 

‘‘Have Schopp & Bro. heard from him since 
he left here?’’ 

‘*‘Yes. Cooney said that he had written to 
them and had sent them $100 in cash anda 
note for $300, which was indorsed by a farmer. 
They didn’t think the note was good and 
clined to accept it, so they sent back 
the note and the $100.’’ 

‘*Have they heard from him since?’’ 

‘*‘] don’t know. They won’t tell me any 
more.’’ 

‘*How do you account for Gebhardt’s con- 
duct?’’ 

‘*T don’t know how to account for it.’’ 

‘*Was he a man of bad haDits?’’ 

‘‘No. It was his good behavior and the fact 
that he handled so much money for Schopp 
that made me employ him. I used to meet 
him in the country buying, and I thought he 
was a steady, honest business man. Every- 
one on the street thought he was a good, re- 
liable business man, and no one knew that 
he left Schopp on account of monsy mat- 
ters.’’ 

‘*What sort of man was he inappearance?’’ 

‘*He was about 5 feet 1042 inches high, and 
slender. He had sallow, sunken cheeks and 
deep-set eyes. He looked like a consump- 
tive.’’

Mr. Conrad Schopp, whom Mr. Finigan 
called ‘‘Cooney,’’ was next seen, and when 
asked if it was true that Gebhardt had ap- 
propriated the money of that firm he said 
that it was. 

**How much did he take?’’ was asked. 

**T decline to say anything aboutit. I have 
nothing to say about Gebhardt one way or the 
other, and I don’t care to tell Finigan any- 
thing, because I think he should have come to 
us before he hiredthe man. Ifhe had asked 
aioe what sort of man Gebhardt was I 
would have talked to him about it, but it Is 
too late now to do any good and I won’t say 


anything.’’ 
When questioned further concerning % 
matter he simply declined to give any - 
formation. Mr. Finigan has sent a man toSt. 
Paul to look for his missing employe, and if 
he catches him he will prosecute.

THAT IS HOW A.B. STICKNEY CHARAC- 
TERIZES RAILROAD PRESIDENTS. . 


The Statement Recalls to Mr. Gould’s Mind 
a Good Story and He Tells It—Inside 
Information of the iene a at the 
Meeting of Presidents. 


NEw York, Dec. 14.—The Sunsays the one 
road that stood against the agreement 
adopted at the meeting of Rajlrodd Presidents 
at Mr. Morgan’s residence yesterday, was the 
Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City road, 
through the influence of Mr. 8tickney, its 
former President. Mr. Stickney is said to 
have aired his opinions very freely about the 
good of such acompact. The Presidents got 
together two years ago, he sald, in the same 
way, and they had done nothing since but to 
cheat each other at every move. This dia- 
logue is reported to have taken place. 

Mr. Stickney: ‘‘I believe that all the Presi- 
dents here are honorable gentlemen, and as 
private individuals I would trust them with 
any amount of money. Butas heads of rail- 
roads they are a lot of scoundrels and I would 
not believe them under oath; neither would I 
trust them with a cent out of my sight,’

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CITY HALL NEWS. 


What Is Necessary to Get a Street Lamp in 
Carondelet—Notes. 


There is a part of St. Louis the city officials 
call the ‘*‘Carondelet Gas Co’s.territory.’’ It 
begins at the south, where the electric lights 
stop,and goes down to the grassy,banks of the 
River Des Peres. 

A few days ago the question arose in the 
Board of Public Improvements as to how the 
city should proceed to have another gas 


comp put up. To solve this problem 
it received the combined efforts of the six 
members of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, the Mayor, the City Counselor and 
the Supervisor of City Lighting. 

The street Commissioner hau the authority 
once, but somehow the Supervisor of City 
Lighting got mixed up with it, and the Street 
Commissioner’s authority was gone. 

The question has been solved, however, and 
now it is possible for citizens thereto get 
lamps if they wait long enough and if the gas 
company don’t object. 

The way todoit is very simple. A citizen 
thinks the street in front of his house needs 
another gas lamp, so he posts upto the City 
Hall and finds the office of the Supervisor of 
City Lighting. Herehe is cross-questioned, 
and finally givena blank petition. Then he 
poss back to Carondelet and lays out the 
ocation of the lamp and then takes the 
petition around to the neighbors to 
sign. After the signatures are all secured he 
takes anothertriptothe City Halland pre- 
sents his petition. When the petitions ahead 
of his have been put through the mill his is 
takenup. The Supervisor looks over a whole 
lot of maps and measures things with astring 
and then sends an inspector onatourof dis- 
covery. The inspector first looks over the 
ground and then, figuratively speaking, un 
der it,to learnif the company has mains 
there. Whenthe explorations and surveys 
are done the inspector returns from Caronde- 

and consults Supervisor. 
ayree the citizen 
granted oe of 
getting what he ought to have, the Supervisor 
sends the petition to the Board of Public 
Improvements with his indorsement. Teen 
the board at a regular meeting refers it to the 
Committee on City Lighting, which meets 
over it and at another meeting or when it gets 
ready reports it back to the board and re- 
quests that the board instruct the Supervisor 
to order the light put upif the order is first 
approved by the Mayor. The board adopts 
the report of the committee and the Secre- 
tary notifies the Supervisor, who draws up 
the order to the gas et op! ant 
bangs around the Mayor’s office until he can 
geta hearing. Then the Supervisor tells the 
whole story to the Mayor about what the man 
who applied said and what the inspector 
said. 1en the Mayor considers a decent 
length of time and signsthe order. Then the 
order gets to the gas company, andthe citizen 
gets the lamp when Ne getsit. This solution 
makes it a pleasant diversion for the Caron- 
delet citizens to get lights. 


The Gas Decision. 

The Supreme Court decision on the 90-cent 
gas bill leaves the situation, as far as bilis 
are concerned, practically unchanged, as the 
gas companies are all held by agreements 


made in ordinances passed and accepted pre- 
vious to the passage of the 90-cent Dill. A 
member of the House of Delegates, who was 
one of the most active in the passage of the 
bill, said this morning: ‘‘We have found 
out pretty nearly where we stand now and 
just how much we have to say about what 
the gas companies can charge. It was shown 
at the time that bill was up that gas could be 
manufactured and distributed with a fair 
profit at Y0centsa thousand. Col. Flad and 
several other authorities on the subject 
demonstrated that very clearly. We have to 
submit, Isuppose, but atany rate we are no 
worse off than we were before, as prices re- 
main unchanged.’’ 

The city has been paying the old rate right 
along with the understanding that there 
would bea rebate should the bill be sus- 
tained.

THE TOVELL CASE. 


Fhe Description on Which the Police 
Have Been Working. 

The identity of the men whoran over Miss 
Augusta Tovell and inhumanly dragged her a 
distance of nine blocks, inflicting injuries 
which caused her death, after days of great 
suffering, seems probable to remain forever a 
mystery. The police have been unable to ob- 
tain any satisfactory results from theirlong 
and energetic investigation. The only thing 
they had to work on was the description 


of the outfit which the mendrove. It would 
seem that witha fair descriptionofa horse 
and wagon the police ought to have no great 
dificuity in locatingit, but the fact remains 
that ey have been unable to do so. 

® In the hope that some one may read it who 
knows of such a horse and wagon, the Post- 
DisPaTcu to-day gives in detail the descrip- 
ay upon which the police have been work-

THE DESCRIPTION. 

A light-weight spring wagon with a seven- 
foot bed, such a wagon as is ordinarily used 
by a painter or plumber. 

t has straight sideboard some eight or ten 
inches in height. 

A has a stiff seat in the center of the bed. 

A leather dashboard about eight inches 
high rests on the front of the bed. 

The bed is either brown or black in color. 

The shafts, wheels, springs and running 

ear entire had at one time been painted a 

right red, but wear and tear had greatly 
dimmed the color. The wagon showed signs 
of considerable hard service. 

THE HORSE. 

The horse was a dark bay about fourteen 
hands high and with shabby mane and tail. 
The hair was long and the animal appeared 
in poor condition. So stiffened were its joints 
that the negro, James, was enabled to keep 
pace with the horse for some distance, not- 
withstanding the fact that one of the men be- 
Jabored the animal with a whip at every step. 

The above description is .furnished princt- 
pally by James, the colored cye-witness, who 
asserted positively that Hammond, one of the 
suspects, was undoubtedly oneof the men 
who occupied the wagon. Another eye-wit- 
ness was Mr. E. C. Cusnmanand his descrip- 
tion of the outfit differs materially in some 
particulars from James’. He, however, ts 
not as positive about detalis as the colored 


man 
MR. CUSHMAN’S ACCOUNT. 

Tothe best of Mr.Cushman’s knowledge the 
wagon was an ordinary box spring wagon ofa 
pattern similar to those often used by sewing 
machine agents. 
nm The bed was about 7feet long and sor le 
feet wide. 

An ordinary stiff box seat was placed a little 
forward from the center of the bed. 

In front there was a leather dash-board. 
There were no side-boards other than those 
formed by the box-bed. 

The wagon appeared to be in poor condl- 
tion, being scratched and worn. 

The horse was arather small animal—more 
ofa pony in appearance—and quite spirited. 
In this particular Mr. Cushman differs mate- 
rially from the negro James, who insists that 
he ran along with the horse for some dis- 
tance. Mr. Cushman says he was left far he- 
hind when he attempted to overhaul the rig. 

Of the men he is unable to give even the 
most general description.

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JIMMIE KENNARD FINISHES HIM IW 
THIRTEEN ROUNDS. 


Something About the Belmont Stud and 
Stable — Champion Roberts Breaks a 
Record at English Billiards—Racing on 
Various Tracks—Sporting News. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—The much-talked-of 
prizé fight between Jimmie Kennard of 8t. 
Pauland Billy Murray ofthis city, 110-pound 
men, took place early this morning near 
Stamford, Conn., and was witnessed by 300 
sports from this city and vicinity. Thefight 
was for $1,000a side. The men were in per- 
fect form. Kennard was hapdled by Jack 
McMasters and Jack Quinn did the honors for 
Murray. Frank Stevenson acted as referee. 
Kennard began the fighting, Murray acting 
on the defensive, but up to the eighth round 
very little execution was done. The eighth, 
however, was a rattler. It was give and 
take all through, and Murray had a shade the 
best of it. 

After this there wasa lull until thetwelfth 
round, when there was another rattling set- 
to. Kennard had much the best ofthis 
round. He landed heavily on Murray’s stom- 
ach time and again, and had Murray groggy 
before the call of time. Murray planted 

fmany blows in Kennard’s face during this 
round, but they lacked force. Both men 
were comparatively fresh when time was 
called for the thirteenth round. Kennard 
began rushing matters and put in some 
heavy blows. Hesoon had his man dazed, 
and before the round was half over he gotin 
a stinger on Murray’s jaw, completely knock- 
ing him out, About $3,000 changed hands. 


Belmont Stable and Stud. 

The first step in the breakup of the late Mr. 
Belmont’s colossal racing and breeding es- 
tablishment will be taken on Saturday, Dec. 
27, when the horses in training will be sold 
at the training establishment at Babylon, L. 
I, writes J. J. Burke. In the spring 
St. Blaise, lllused, Magnetizer and 
all the brood mares, the then 
yearlings, sucklings, etc., will be disposed 
of. 

Ofthe many great sales of thoroughbreds 
in America, none have had more bearing on 
the turf world than the forthcoming one. 

When in February of 1886 Mr. P. Lorillard 
suddenly announced that his entire stable 
of racers were to be sold, and in due time this 
notable break-up was made a matter of his- 
tory and Col. Bruce handed over to Mr. Loril- 
lard something like $150,000, experts thought 
it would be many years before such a notable 
sale would be equalled in importance, vieing 
as it did with allthe great sales in England 
and even excelling in general average the 
most recent one of prominence, namely, that 
of Lord Falmouth. 

Seven months after theracing stable was 
sold Mr. Lorillard’s entire breeding establish- 
ment was also disposed ofat auction. This 
attracted buyers and breeders from all parts 
of the United States,and the total amount 
realized, viz., about $145,000, added to the 
$150,000 which the racing stable brought and 
the $24,000 realized from the yearlings, made 
the enormous total of $320,000 for one racing 
establishment, and wherever the English 
language was read or spoken was theone 
theme of admiration at the giant strides 
which the thoroughbred interest had taken tn 
America since the renewal of racing inthe 
North. 

Lut even the great Rancocas sale will pale 
in brilllancy when the entire Nursery Stable 
comes to the hammer, as now seems inevita- 
ble. Mr. Lorillard’s stallions were either ex- 
tremely young or extremely old, and none 
had such enormous prestige as is now enjoyed 
by St. Blaise, who tis the premier stallion at 
Mr. Belmont’s stud, and is the leading win- 
ning stallion in 1890, In-only his second sea- 
son of representation upon the turf. No 
other stallion in America bounded into stud 
prominence with such strides as hasSt Blaise. 
lie had great prejudices to overcome, for 
the hasty critics, when they saw the first crop 
of his produce, pronounced them ‘‘soft’’ and

THE “RABBIS’ CARD” NOT UNANIMOUS- 
LY APPROVED BY THE RABBIS. 
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Several Declinations to Join in Locating 
the Hero ofa Recent Story—A Congre- 
gation’s President Bitterly Condemnus 
the Idea. 


An unexpected and peculiar development 
in the movement begun by certain Jewish 
citizens of St. Louts, on Saturday last, in ref- 
erence to the recent sensational story pub- 
lished about a nameless rabbi of the city, was 
brought out yesterday. 

The card, of which a literal copy was 
printed in the Monday Post-DISPATCH, and 
which was intended to have the signature of 
every St. Louis rabbi in its request upon the 
paper publishing the story for the name of 
its hero, was circulated yesterday as stated 
among the occupants of the local Jewish 
pulpits, with the request that they sign the 
same. _ 

Instead of doing so, some of the rabbis seen 
declined to affix their names to the paper, 
giving various reasons for their action, the 
principal one being a disinclination to revive 
such a story by adopting a line of action 
which would inevitably add so greatly to the 


| sensational element of the unfortunate affair. 


As a@ result of this policy of the majority of 
the rabbis, the effort to definitely locate the 
story affecting the moral character of one of 
their |number, was virtually abandoned this 
morning and the request for the name of the 
allegdd male principal in the affair resulting, 
it is said, in the expulsion of a pretty widow 
froma ladies’ society of a jewish Church, 
will got be made. In addition tothe disap- 
provdl of this proposed line of action 
thus expressed by some of the rabbis, 
the card also met with strong condemnation 
by several lay members of the jewish relig- 
ious community. The president of one of the 
largest local congregationsin discussing the 
movement this morning opposed it in the 
strongest possible terms.
